SECTION 6550.1 - TAXICABS. 

DEFINITIONS. 


Unless Otherwise expressiy 
stated, whenever used in this 


Part the following terms shall 
respectively be deemed to 
mean: 


*(a) Street: Any place com- 
monly used for the purpose of 
public travel. 

(b) Owner: Every person 
having use or control of any 
taxicab, as .in this Part 
defined, whether as owner, 
lessee or otherwise. 

tc) Driver: Every person in 
charge of. or operating, any 
taxicab, as in this Part de- 
fined, either as agent, em- 
ployee or otherwise under the 
direction of the owner, or. as 
owner, as herein defined. 

(d) Taxicab: Every  auto- 
tomobile motor-propelled 
vehicle operated at rates per 
mile, or for wait-time, or for 
both, used for the transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire 
over the public streets of this 
City and not over a defined 
route and irrespective of whe- 
ther the operations extend 
bevond the boundary limits 
of the City, and such vehicle 
is routed as to destination un- 
der the direction of such pas- 
senger or passengers, or of 
such persons hiring the same, 
and which has a distinctive 
color scheme and character- 
istic insignia. 

SECTION 6550.2 - OWNER'’S 
PERMIT. 

No person shall operate any 
taxicab in the City unless 
the owner thereof shall apply 
for and obtain.a permit to do 
so, Which permit shall be ap- 
plied for, granted, and in ef- 
fect, all in compliance with 
the provisians of this Part.

Where 
the permit holder is owner of 
more than one such vehicle 
and operates the same out- 
side the city as well as with- 
in the city, or has a fleet of 
such vehicles only a part of 
which are operated within the 
city at any one time, the li-

SECTION 6550.5 - ADDI-

Any owner holding a per- 
mit to operate one or more 
taxicabs as provided in this 
Part, who desires to add to 
the number of such vehicles 
shall do so only upon obtain- 
ing from the Council permis- 
sion therefor, which shall be 
granted only upon application 
made in the same manner 
and under the same proceed- 
ings as are required in this 
Part in the instance of obtain- 
ing the original permit.

poration. authorized to issue

Each certificate required 
under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6550.6 above shall certify 
that the issuer thereof has 
issued a motor vehicle lia- 
bility insurance policy Or po- 
licies insuring the owner 
named in said certificate, 
and that each of said policies 
contains each of the provl- 
sions required to be therein 
as provided by Section 6550.7 
above, and that none of said 
policies can Or will be can- 
celled except upon thirty 
days’ prior written notice 
thereof to the City Manager 
and City Clerk. Each of said 
certificates shall be conclu- 
sive evidence against the is- 
surer thereof that its contents 
are true and correct. All such 
certificates shall. be subject 
to the approval ef the City 
Attorney. 

SECTION 6550.9 - BOND IN 
LIEU OF INSURANCE. 

Subject to the approval of 
the City Manager, the owner 
of any taxicab or taxicabs 
operated under the provisions 
of this Part, may file a bond 
of a responsible and solvent 
corporation authorized to is- 
sue such bonds under the 
laws of the State of Califor- 
nia, containing the conditions, 
and giving the protection re- 
quired in the motor vehicle 
liability insurance policy re- 
quired by Sections 6550.6 
6550.7 and 6550.8 above, in 
lieu of either, all or any part 
of the insurance coverage, 
required by said Sections. 

In the event of the filing of 
a bond under the provisions 
of this Section, the applicable 
provisions of said Sections 
6550.6, 6550.7 and 6550.8 above 
shall govern the furnishing 
and the contents of such bond 
and the owner filing it. 
SECTION 6550.10 - DRIVER’S 
PERMIT. 

No driver shall operate any 
taxicab in the City unless 
there exists a valid permit 
to do so as herein provided. 
The application for such dri- 
ver’s permit shall be in writ- 
ing, duly certified under oath 
and it, together with a copy 
thereof, shall be filed with 
the City Manager, who shall 
transmit the original to the 
City Clerk, who shal! file the 
same. Each such application 
shall set forth the name, age 
and address of the applicant, 
his past experience in opera- 
ting automobiles, 
business and address of each 
of his employers during the 
preceding period of three 
Years, whether or not a 
chauffeur’s license issued to 
him by the State of California 
or any state or government 
agency has ever been revok- 
ed. The name and address of 
the owner by whom he is to be 
employed as a driver (which 
said owner shall endorse the 
said application), and such 
additional information as the 
City Manager may require. 
SECTION 6550.11 - DRIVER'S 
APPLICATION. 

Upon application for a dri-

shall be issued. the driver,
